Yet this is 
just the position of most women, even in 
families which are wealthy, enlightened, 
and in other respects liberal. 
In the 


village which was the home of Emerson, 
and has drunk deeply of his gospel of 
liberty, the leading ladies in the churches 
advocate holding fairs and festivals, on 
the ground that the women have no money 
of their own to give for any purpose.

know a very sensible and economical lady 
who was never suffered by her husband, 
though he was a man of wealth, to have 
any money to spend, but was merely per- 
mitted to buy what she wanted on credit, 
under a liability of being closely ques- 
tioned about the reason for her purchases. 
Even wives who have inherited money 
sometimes cannot get hold of it except by 
coaxing or teasing their husbands. Noth- 
ing is commoner than for a woman to be 
obliged to explain why she wonts more 
monsy, and to tell how she has spent what 
she had last. 
Girls usually have to tease 


their mothers into coaxing their fathers. 
One of the richest members of a society 
to which I once preached gave his son 
five dollars to spend at one of our church

It may be added that his 
taste inclined rather to the grotesque and 
eccentric than to the beautiful. One 
day, he receives a visit from a certain M.

Of course, it is well 
for the members of a family to consult 
each other about expenditures of import- 
ance; but for a man to limit and ques- 
tion his wife to an extent he would not 
endure himself is tyranny. The relation 
of husband and wife is slavery, unless 
both parties enjoy equal liberty in spend- 
ing the common income without interfer- 
ence. 
Nothing less is required, either by 


the marriage covenent, "With all my 
my worldly goods I thee endow," or by 
the moral law, which declares that no re- 
lationship is really virtuous which does 
not give both parlies all the liberty they 
are able to use. 
Some restrictions may 


properly be imposed on children for their 
own good, and the interest ol the whole 
family may require that the extravagance 
or carelessnes of some members be closely 
checked; but regulations of this kind 
should not be enforced simply in the line 
of sex, or the wife and daughter subjected 
to any restraint not considered equally 
proper, in corresponding circumstances, 
for the husband or son. 
The only way to 


learn to spend money wisely is to have a 
regular supply sufficient for 
reasonable 


wants, and full liberty of expending it. 
The girls or boys who spend too much of 
their allowance to-day will not have 
enough to spend to-morrow, and will have 
the best possible instruction in economy. 
But people who can get money only by 
spending what they have and teasing for 
more are under strong temptation to spend 
as fast as possible. 
Many a wife is kept 


in such ignorance of her husband's re- 
sources that she never knows whether she 
is economical or extravagant. 
The result 


is that, if she should become a widow, 
she would not know how to use her prop- 
erty, or perhaps even how to keep it. 


Many a girl has expensive and toilsome 


instruction in everything except in what 
she needs most of all to know; that is, 
how to adapt her plans and wishes to her 
income. This she cannot begin to do, 
until she knows what her income really is. 
The only plan by which the members of a 
large family can live in such freedom from 
oppression as is necessary to pure love is

DENVER, COLO., Oct. 9, '83.—In this, 


the first of a series of letters, we will 
speak to your mary readers of this, the 
Queen City of the Plains, as it is called. 
Denver City, with its seventy thousand 
inhabitants, is a wonder to most visitors 
on their first arrival. The long, weary 
stretch of road crossing the almost bar- 
ren plains before Denver is reached, fits 
one for a change and one is not disap- 
pointed whon tbe train moves alongside 
the magnificent Union Depot.

indeed it is to be put down amidst the 
bustle and confusion of a real business 
mart, where everything is carried on in a 
style similar to what one is used to iu 
the eastern cities. The many large bus- 
iness blocks towering up from three to 
seven stories high, is quite a surprise. 
The city is tidy and well kept. Evidences 
on every side denote thrift and wealth. 
Indeed it is the home of many million- 
aires. 
A short scrap of the early history 


of this, the metropolis of the Rockv 
Mountain region, will, we are sure, be full 
of interest. 


Twenty-five years ago the first band of 


pilgrims, headed by Green Russel, from 
the valley of the Mo., landed, or went 
into camp, at the mouth of Cherry Crock, 
the present site of Denver, and went to 
work prospecting for gold. 
Their searcli 


was not in vain. 
Otbur sections were 


prospected over and the glittering lucni 
found in many places. 
Tbe great Pike's 


removal from tbe state one seldom see" 
one of this class here. A goodly number 
of Chinamen may bo seen1, and some of 
them are well to do. 


Since the discovery that an abundance 


of pure, healthy water underlies the city 
and surrounding country, that is broight 
to the city by artesian wells, the health of 
tbo city has greatly improved. Manufac- 
turing establishments of various kinds do 
a large business. The Argo and Grant 
smelting works, it is said, have a greater 
capacity than any similar works in the 
world. The immense quantities of ore 
shipped to those smelters daily is an evi- 
dence that the towering mountains are 
full of the precious treasures that enrich 
the world. Colorado, in tbe yearly out- 
put of mineral wealth takes the lead, pro- 
ducing more silver and gold than any 
other state or territory. It is thought 
Hie out-put from the mines tbe present 
year will be at least 125,000,000. Herein, 
in connection with other great resources, 
lies the secret of Denver's surprising 
prosperity, as much of this wealth finds 
its way to the city. Let no one be unduly 
fascinated with the greatness of this El- 
dorado, it takes capital and energy to 
cope with the resources of this vast re- 
gion. From the time of the Pike's Peak 
rush to the present, thousands bave come 
here and been disappointed. Fortunes 
cannot be picked up here at once and 
with little effort. 
Patient toil and per- 


severance are required In most cases, 
even then hundreds fail of success.

city people and the campaign is a spirited 
one; neither party can boast of a control- 
ling clement.

THE CIVIL BiairnTiiAwr 


The civil rights law, which Charles 


Sumner made the chief business of the 
latter years of liis life to push, was swept 
away yesterda) by the Supreme Court, 
Justice Harlan alone dissenting. 
The 


decision was rendered on five cases, 
coming up from New York, Kansas, Cali- 
fornia, Missouri and Tennessee respec- 
tively, and raised directly the question 
of the right of negroes to equal accommo- 
dations and prh ileges in hotels, cars and 
theatres under the civil rights act of 
1875. 
The court held that Congress had 


no right under the constitution or amend- 
ments to pass the liw as respects the 
States. It is huld still to be good in the 
territories and District of Columbia. 
Elsewhere in tha United States the negro 
must look for fair play to the State legis- 
latures and local courts.—The Press.

Many grocers and retail dealers in all 


the large cities of the country have for a 
long time defrauded their customers by 
selling them imitation butter. There has 
been a great deal published about the 
matter, but as the ingredients used in 
the manufacture of oleomargarine, but- 
terine and suine, as the compounds in 
imitation of the products of the dairy and 
creamery most used are designated, have 
so far been harmless and even nutritious, 
although not so much so as pure butter, 
consumers have been to a great extent 
indifferent as to how their bread was 
buttered. In fact, they have regarded 
the introduction of the imitation arrange- 
ment, carefully prepared and fresh, as a 
blessing in disguise, as its tale has had a 
tendency to keep the prices of pure but- 
ter down in spite of the bulls of the mar- 
ket. 
At first oleomargarine oil and a 


large percentage of milk were used to 
make the imitation. It was then found 
that lard oil and a large percentage of 
choice butter, when carefully mixed, 
made a better imitation than oleomarga- 
rine. Finally, cotton-seed oil was largely 
used, and now, according to the state- 
ments of leading butter dealers, grease of 
a very low commercial value is skillfully 
deodorized and enters into the compound. 
To give the imitation butter color and 
flavor chemicals are used, it is alleged, 
which are unknown to anybody but the 
manufacturers. 
The chief manufacturers 


of this article have their factories in Chi- 
cago, New York and Brooklyn, but there 
are a number in all the other large cities. 


A butter merchant told a Times re- 


porter that to produce a pound of butter- 
ine made up of oleomargarine oil, cotton- 
seed oil and lard oil churned in milk it 
cost about la cents. The product was 
sold at 14 to 15 cents per pound at 
wholesale, and was retailed by fraudulent 
grocers at from 25 to 30 cents per pound. 
The majority of the wholesale dealers 
sold the article for what it was, but a few

Tlte Popular Science Monthly for No- 


vember gives much of its space and sev- 
eral of its stronger papers to the consid- 
eration of educational topics.

Cooke, in "The Greek Question," the 
opening article of the number, plants 
himself on solid ground, and mantains 
the position, which it will be hard to 
controvert, that while the sciences are of 
the greatest importance and should be 
given an advanced position, there is 
good, though not all good, in the classics, 
and they should not be neglected. The 
editor reviews President Porter's reply 
to Mr. Adam's address, and sets against 
bis assertions of the high value of classi- 
cal studies the adverse testimony of such 
teachers as President Barnard, Professor 
Blackie, and Dr. Farrar.

Carter argues for "The Utility of SchoolJ 
Eecesses," which some teachers are talk- 
ing of abolishing. He believes that that 
would be a poor educational measure 
which would quicken the readiness of 
pupils in the routine of the recitation- 
room at the expense of their physical and 
intellectual vigor.
